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PART 1 


PREAMBLE AND ADMINISTRATION 


Introduction 


1.01 These revised provisions result from suggestions made by Bargaining 
Agents, comments and recommendations received from user departments and 
agencies and from a study of current travel authorities and practices of 
other governments and employers in the private sector. Throughout this 
Directive, the masculine personal pronoun or adjective has been used 
solely for editorial convenience and the equivalent feminine pronoun or 


adjective will have equal effect. 


Policy 


1.02 It remains the sole responsibility of the employer to determine 
whether, when, by whom and by what means travel shall be undertaken. 

Once travel is authorized, the conditions and payments prescribed in 

this Directive shall apply. The provisions of this Directive are published 
as directives and not as permissive guidelines. They provide only for 

the traveller's reasonable, legitimate expenses necessarily incurred and 
nothing in the Directive is intended to permit any payments that can be 
construed as income or other compensation to the person travelling on 


official government business. 


Application 


1.03 The Directive describes the rules, standards and procedures which 
apply to government business travel by Public Service employees and 
other persons, except the following, whose travel is governed by other 


authorities: 


(a) Cabinet ministers, parliamentary secretaries, members of the Senate 


and House of Commons, 


(b) 


(c) 


(d) 


(e) 


Judges, 


Members of the Canadian Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police, 


Persons whose travel on official business is governed by any Statute, 
Order in Council, Treasury Board authority or contract which indicates 
the expenses which may be paid or in respect of whom special regu- 


lations have been issued, 


Members and employees of boards, commissions and other agencies 
which are separate employers within the meaning of the Public 


Service Staff Relations Act. 


1.031 There has been some misunderstanding as to the requirement 
for Treasury Board approval when persons outside the Public Service 
are engaged under service contracts which provide for the payment 
of travelling expenses. The authority to enter into a contract is 
contained in the Government Contracts Regulations and the amounts 
paid for government business travel are contained in this Directive. 
Such expenses should be treated as an amount payable under the 
contract for services rendered. In some cases, a service contract 
may be entered into where the only consideration for services 
rendered is the payment of all or part of the travelling expenses 
incurred. Treasury Board approval is not required unless the total 
amount payable under the contract is in excess of the financial 
limitations established by the Government Contracts Regulations. A 


service contract may be entered into: 


(a) under a formal form of contract, 


(b) by an exchange of letters indicating mutual understanding 


of the terms of the engagement, or 


(c) where the only costs to the public are travelling expenses, 


through verbal agreement between the parties concerned. 


Where the contract is a verbal agreement, officers with payment 
authority should obtain a memorandum from the contracting authority 


outlining the agreed upon terms of the engagement. 


Basic Principles 


1.04 Unless specifically stated otherwise, the standards, rates or 
allowances, and reimbursement of expenses incurred as authorized in this 
Directive, are to be applied irrespective of the sex, marital status or 
occupational category of the person authorized to travel on government 
business and without regard to the sponsoring department or other portion 


of the Public Service or the regional area of employment. 


1.05 In general, it is intended that persons travelling on government 
business shall be afforded transportation and accommodation standards 

which are comfortable and of good quality. The allowances, rates and 

the conditions of payment and reimbursement are intended to be sufficient 
to avoid a person being out-of-pocket as a result of reasonable expenses 
necessarily incurred while travelling on official business. In exceptional 
travel situations when a person is exposed to unusually high costs, he 
shall be reimbursed his actual expenses to the extent that the employer 


considers the expenses claimed are reasonable. (Also see Appendix 'D'). 


06 It is emphasized that, as a general rule, the employer expects 

all employees to present themselves at their workplaces on their own 

time and at their expense. The employer will arrange a break approximately 
midway through the regular work period, which will enable employees to 
obtain a meal, e.g., lunch, also at their own expense. Expenses incurred 
in connection with attendance at meetings, etc., which are of personal 


interest, but not a requirement of employment, should not be reimbursed. 


Therefore, except for transportation costs, expenses incurred within the 
headquarters area, especially lunch, are not normally reimbursable. 
However, in very exceptional circumstances and to the extent that the 
employer considers expenses for meals and/or accommodation are reasonable 
and justifiable, an employee shall be reimbursed under the terms of this 
Directive for his out-of-pocket expenses. Guidelines describing the 
exceptional circumstances under which such expenses might be paid are 


set forth in Appendix "A". 


Terms Used in the Directive 


1.07 The terms employer and employee are used throughout the Directive 
to distinguish between the person or persons responsible for authorizing 
the travel and approving the expenditures and Public Service employees 


or other persons who travel on government business. 


1.08 Government business travel, and travelling on official business 
are synonymous terms meaning travel authorized by the employer and used 
to describe the circumstances under which the expenses prescribed in 


this Directive may be paid or reimbursed from public funds. 


1.09 Travel status means: 


(a) that an employee is absent from his home and his headquarters 


area on government business travel, or 


(b) that another person who is not an employee is away from his 
normal place of residence while travelling on official business 


in accordance with the terms of his contract. 


1.10 Workplace is the location at or from which an employee ordinarily 
performs the duties of his position and, in the case of an employee 

whose duties are of an itinerant nature, the actual building to which he 
returns to prepare and/or submit reports, etc., and where other adminis- 


trative matters pertaining to his employment are conducted. 


1.11 Headquarters area means an area surrounding the workplace having 


a radius of 10 miles centered on the workplace. 


1.12 Supplementary Business Insurance is inclusive insurance coverage 
for a private car which provides for unlimited business use and third- 
party liability, including passenger hazard to the extent of $500,000 
for any one accident, or for a lesser amount if that amount is the 
maximum coverage obtainable in the province where the employee works. 


(Also see paragraphs 3.05 and 3.062.) 


1.13 Incidental expenses include such items as gratuities, laundry, 
dry cleaning, other personal supplies and services, and depreciation of 


luggage. 


1.14 Commercial Accommodation means the usual hotel/motel type of 
accommodation or similar commercial establishment which provides lodgings 


at an established daily rate. 


1S Government accommodation includes federal government training 
centres, military establishments, DVA hospitals, trailers, tents and 
other facilities owned or controlled by the Crown which provide sleeping 


accommodation. 


1.16 Actual and Reasonable expenses means the actual costs incurred 
supported by proof of payment and the amount the employer judges to be 
reasonable, based on experience of what such costs should be in the 


circumstances. 


Authorization to Travel 


1.17. Written pre-authorization for travel shall be prepared, where 
practicable, for each journey on government business and such authorization 
shall be maintained on the traveller's file. For this purpose it is 
suggested that the Government of Canada CGSB Standard Form 72B, Travel 
Authority and Advance, see Appendix "C", should be used. Where travel 


is continuous in nature, such authorization will be provided annually at 


the beginning of each fiscal year. 


1.18 The pre-authorization form shall be signed by the person authorizing 
the journey and by the traveller acknowledging acceptance of the terms 


of travel. The form should reflect the following information: 


- the travel number (if applicable) 

- the purpose and duration of trip 

= the locations to be visited 

= the dates and times of arrival and departure 

= any prepaid transportation, meals or accommodation 

= the modes and classes of transportation authorized 

= whether a vehicle is to be rented 

= the mileage/kilometre rate authorized where a private vehicle 
is to be used 

= the amount of the advance authorized 

= the type of accommodation, place and daily rates 

~ whether (and which) meal and incidental allowances are to be 
authorized, or whether actual and reasonable expenses for 
meals and incidentals will be reimbursed 

= other projected expenses authorized, e.g., weekend travel 


home. 


1.19 The official responsible for authorizing travel on government 
business is also responsible for determining, prior to the commencement 
of the journey, that the travel and living expenses authorized fall 
within the spirit and intent of the provisions of this Directive and 
that these are reasonable and justifiable considering the circumstances 
of the trip. In that regard, the pre-authorization for travel shall be 
supported by recorded reasons if the Transportation Standards, PART 2 of 
this Directive, were not adhered to, e.g. air travel by other than the 
most economical means, travel to a destination in excess of 200 miles 


(322 kilometres) in employee-driven vehicles, etc. 


Internal Controls 


1.20 Departments are responsible for ensuring that government business 
travel arrangements of employees are properly authorized, that there is 
adequate documentation to support all approved claims and that adequate 
internal controls exist to ensure that funds allocated to travel are not 


misused. (Also see paragraphs 6.12 to 6.19 inclusive. ) 
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PART 2 


TRANSPORTATION STANDARDS 


220% This PART prescribes the criteria under which the employer may 
authorize the use of various modes and standards of commercial and other 
transportation for government business travel. Except where considered 
impractical by the employer, travel on official business shall be by 
Canadian carrier. Explanations of deviations must be noted and retained 


on file for audit purposes. 


2.02 Wherever possible the Canadian Government Central Travel Service 


shall be used to arrange travel reservations (note paragraph 6.10). 


Air 


2.03 Except for short journeys where the use of a motor vehicle or 

train is more economical, air travel is the accepted normal method of 
transportation on government business. The comfort and speed of modern 
aircraft and cost considerations dictate that the most economical means 
shall be used, i.e., economy class, excursion fares, group fares, family 
plans, etc. First-class air travel shall not be allowed. If, in the 
opinion of the employer, because of the exceptional circumstances involved, 
first-class air travel is unavoidable, the exception must be recorded by 
the department or agency concerned and reported monthly to the Treasury 


Board. 


2.04 Long journeys shall not be considered justification for authorizing 
a higher standard of accommodation. To alleviate fatigue caused by 

rapid time-zone changes, a suitable rest period should be arranged 
between the time the employee arrives at the destination and the time he 


is required to report for work. 


ee lige 


2205 Itineraries should be arranged to provide for an overnight stop 
after a continuous flight of at least nine hours. Only in exceptional 
cases, where it is clearly not in the employer's interest to permit such 
stopovers, should consideration be given to the provision of first-class 


accommodation. 


2.06 The use of private aircraft may be authorized by the employer 


when this mode of transportation is considered to be more practical. 


2.07 When an employee has an aversion to air travel the employer shall 
endeavour to schedule the work so that time will permit the employee to 


travel by other means. 


Rail 


2.08 Rail transportation remains the most economical and convenient 
means of travel in many situations and this method should be authorized 


by the employer accordingly. 


2.09 The standard of accommodation to be authorized for one-way trips 
of four continuous hours or less shall be coach class. For longer trips 
a higher standard shall be authorized with Canadian roomette or equivalent 


accommodation being provided for overnight travel. 


Watercraft 


2.10 In view of time and cost factors, transportation by boat or ship 
shall not normally be authorized for government business travel. In 

those few instances where this mode of transportation is authorized and 
overnight travel is involved, appropriate private accommodation shall be 


provided.

Employee-Driven Vehicles 


Zeb If an employee's travel destination is in excess of 200 miles 
(322 kilometres), the use of an employee-driven vehicle should not 
normally be authorized unless travel by commercial carrier presents 
Significant inconvenience or is not deemed practical by the employer in 


terms of over-all costs including salary, travelling and personal expenses. 


2.111 Mileage and kilometre distances between major centres to be 


used as a guide are shown at Appendix "E". 


2 de? In the interests of driving safety, when travel by employee- 
driven vehicle is authorized, an employee shall not normally be expected 


to drive more than: 


(a) 150 miles (242 kilometres) after having worked a full day, 


(b) 200 miles (322 kilometres) after having worked one-half day, 


or 


(c) 300 miles (483 kilometres) on any day when the employee has 


not worked. 


2.13. When travel by an employee-driven vehicle is warranted, the 


employer shall authorize the use of a government vehicle if practical. 


2.14 When a government vehicle is not available, travel by private 
vehicle may be authorized where, in the opinion of the employer, this 


method is economical and practical. 


Ie We) The use of rental vehicles may be authorized where, in the opinion 
of the employer, this method of travel is economical and practical. 


Reimbursement shall include the cost of insurance paid to vehicle rental 


= 


agents for release of liability. In order to conserve energy, compact- 
sized or, if necessary, mid-sized cars shall be used. Full-sized 
automobiles shall only be rented when the number of passengers to be 
carried or the bulk or weight of goods to be transported warrants the 


use of a larger vehicle. 


2.16 When adequate commercial transportation is available and convenient 
and an employee requests to use a private car for government business 
travel, he shall be reimbursed either the applicable rate specified in 
paragraph 3.03(b) or 3.04(b), or the equivalent cost of commercial 
transportation, (including transportation within the headquarters area 

and at the destination), whichever is the lesser. He shall also be 
required to use ‘vacation leave' for any travelling time during working 
hours which is in excess of the time required by the commercial or 


government carrier for the journey. 


2.161 For the purpose of paragraph 2.16, 'vacation leave' may 
include annual leave, overtime leave or leave without pay, etc., 


but not sick leave. 


axe 


2.17 Taxis may be authorized by the employer when, in his judgement, 
the use of such transportation is justifiable and reasonable. Generally, 
the use of taxis should not be authorized when airporter, bus, subway or 


streetcar service is available and practical. 


Other Transportation 


2.18 Travel by inter-city bus may be authorized when this method of 
transportation is customary and suitable to the circumstances, or mutually 
agreeable. The use of local bus, subway and streetcar should also be 
encouraged where such use will facilitate the carrying out of official 


business. 


PART 3 


TRANSPORTATION PROCEDURES AND PRIVATE VEHICLE RATES 


3.01 This PART describes the transportation procedures and prescribes 
the rates payable to employees who use private vehicles for travel on 


government business. 


Commercial Transportation 


3.02 When commercial transportation is authorized and used, an employee 
shall be provided with the necessary prepaid fare or shall be reimbursed 
his actual and reasonable transportation costs upon evidence of payment 
as described in paragraph 6.19. Under normal circumstances prepaid 
arrangements shall be made through the Central Travel Service (note 


paragraph 6.11). 


Automobiles 


3.03 The mileage rates payable for authorized official use of private 


cars within and outside the headquarters area are: 


(a) when the employer requests, and the employee agrees to the use of 
the car:

3.05 On presentation of proof of payment of a premium for Supplementary 
Business Insurance (SBI) coverage, an employee who is authorized to use 

a private vehicle in accordance with paragraph 3.03(a) shall be paid an 
additional 16¢ per mile (10¢ per kilometre) until the cost of the SBI 
premium has been reimbursed. Reimbursement shall be related to the 
period of premium coverage and not the fiscal year. Such coverage shall 
include any necessary endorsement to permit the carrying of passengers 

on official business, and shall not be cancelled before the expiry date 


of the policy unless the employer is first notified. 


3.06 When an employee has travelled at least 1,000 miles (1,610 
kilometres) on official government business during the private vehicle 
insurance coverage period and has not been fully reimbursed for his SBI 
premium at the end of that period, he shall be reimbursed the remaining 


portion of the SBI premium. 


3.061 The rates, prescribed above for miles and kilometres are 


paid on the basis of a two-rate system as follows:

(a) when the employer requests the employee to use a private 
vehicle and the employee agrees, the rates paid are designed 
to offset the cost of "ownership" and the cost of "operating" 


a private vehicle, i.e.: 


(i) "Ownership Costs", consisting of depreciation, provincial 


tax, finance charges, insurance and licence fees, and 


(ii) "Operating Costs", consisting of gasoline, oil, lubri- 


cation, tires, maintenance and repairs. 


(b) when the employee requests permission to use a private vehicle 
and the employer agrees, the rates paid cover only the "operating 


Coss is 


3.062 The cost of insurance coverage used in setting the rates 

paid for miles/kilometres includes $500,000 Public Liability and 
Property Damage, $25 deductible comprehensive and $100 deductible 
for collision. It is the responsibility of the employee to ensure 
that the private vehicle is properly insured, normally in the 

amount of $500,000 Public Liability and Property Damage. Before 
requesting that an employee use a private car on government business 
the employer shall ensure that the vehicle is adequately protected, 
normally up to the amount of PL&PD referred to above. SBI costs 
will be reimbursed to provide the insurance protection shown above 
for the frequent use of a private car on government business. The 
employer will therefore also ensure that, where a private car will 
be used frequently on government business, the employee has obtained 
an endorsement to the insurance policy extending the normal coverage 


for business purposes. 


3.063 It should be noted that an employee may claim for all mileages 
(kilometres) driven on government business during the period claimed, 


i.e.: mileage (kilometres) from the authorized point of departure 


iG 


to the destination (subject to paragraphs 5.20 and 5.21); incidental 
mileages (kilometres) on government business at the destination; plus 


the mileage (kilometres) associated with the return journey. 


| In addition to the rates payable, an employee shall be reimbursed 
the necessary costs incurred for road, ferry, bridge and tunnel tolls, 
and parking charges. However, parking charges are normally not payable 
when an employee is on duty at the workplace. Therefore, in respect of 
any day on which an employee is authorized to use and uses a private 
vehicle on government business travel from the workplace to a point of 
call or from a point of call to the workplace, he shall be paid the 
actual costs of parking the vehicle for that day only. Where such 
parking is charged on a weekly or monthly basis, reimbursement shall be 


on the basis of 1/5 of the weekly or 1/20 of the monthly charge. 


3.08 Where an employee frequently uses a private vehicle on government 


business travel and is required by the employer to have that vehicle at 


the workplace on a daily "stand-by" basis, the prior approval of the 
Treasury Board is required to pay an employee's parking charges for the 


period the vehicle will be required at the workplace.

3.09 Reimbursement for the use of private aircraft on government 
business travel shall be paid as if a private car was used. For instance, 
mileage will be based on the road distance paid at mileage rates as 


indicated below: 


(a) when the employer requests, and the employee agrees to use a private 
aircraft, the applicable mileage/kilometre rate shown in paragraph 3.03(a) (i) 
or 3504(s).G), 


(b) when the employee requests permission to use an aircraft and the 
employer agrees, the applicable mileage/kilometre rate shown in 


paragraph 3.03(b) or 3.04(b).

3.10 Managers authorizing the use of private aircraft on government 
business shall satisfy themselves that the operator carries adequate 


insurance cove rage. 


Motorcycles 


3.11 When an employee uses a motorcycle on government business travel, 

he shall be paid one-half the applicable rate specified in paragraph 3.03(a) 
or (b) or in paragraph 3.04(a) or (b). The cost of SBI will be reimbursed 
as specified in paragraphs 3.05 and 3.06. 


Other-Purpose Vehicles 


3.12 Rates payable for authorized official use of private other- 
purpose vehicles such as snowmobiles, marsh buggies, all-terrain vehicles, 


motorboats, etc., are: 


(a) when the employer requests and the employee agrees to use and uses 
the vehicle - $2.40 per day or part day the vehicle is used plus 


$3.40 per hour of actual use, or 


(b) when the employee requests permission to use the vehicle and the 


employer agrees - $3.40 per hour of actual use. 
Minimum Daily Rates 
3.13 When an employee has been authorized to use and uses a private 


vehicle on government business travel, he shall be paid not less than 


$1.25 per day for the use of that vehicle within his headquarters area, 


regardless of the distance travelled. When this allowance is paid, the 
actual distance the vehicle is driven within the headquarters area shall 
not be recorded or accumulated as is otherwise a requirement of paragraphs 3.03 


to 3.06 inclusive. 


Sa a 


Government-Owned Vehicles 


3.14 Expenses incurred in the use of government-owned vehicles are 
usually charged as they occur, using credit cards provided by the employer. 
Where credit cards are not provided, an employee shall be reimbursed 
necessary disbursements made in connection with the operation of the 


vehicle. 
Passengers 


3.15 No additional amounts are payable to an employee for carrying 
passengers. It is anticipated, however, that when more than one employee 
is travelling on official business to one destination, the employer will 
often find it economical to request one of the employees to use a private 


vehicle and to reimburse him at the higher rate. 


3.16 When an employee is authorized to travel as a passenger in a 
private vehicle, the operator of which is not eligible to claim a 
mileage/kilometre rate, he may be reimbursed up to the applicable rate 


shown in paragraph 3.03(b) or 3.04(b) for payments made to the operator. 


PART 4 


ACCOMMODATION, MEALS AND INCIDENTAL EXPENSES 


4.01 This PART describes the accommodation standards and conditions 
and prescribes the amounts payable for expenses incurred while in travel 


status for accommodation, meals and incidental expenses. 


Accommodation 


4.02 An employee shall be reimbursed the actual and reasonable expenses 
incurred for commercial accommodation authorized by the employer. The 
employer shall normally authorize an employee to stay in establishments 
which are conveniently located and comfortably equipped. The use of 
luxury accommodation shall not be authorized and, under normal circum- 
stances, the Central Travel Service shall be used to arrange accommodation 


reservations (note paragraph 6.11). 


4.03 In cities where hotels offering government-agreed rates are 

located, the employer shall not accept claims for accommodation at rates 
higher than the agreed rate without a satisfactory explanation. Infor- 
mation on government hotel/motel rates may be obtained from the Central 


Travel Service. (Also see paragraph 6.14.) 


4.04 Although an employee is normally expected to stay in commercial 
accommodation, the employer shall not unreasonably refuse permission to 

an employee to make arrangements for private non-commercial sleeping 
accommodation. An employee who makes such arrangements shall be reimbursed 
$9.60 for each occasion this accommodation is occupied, $2.15 for inci- 
dental expenses plus the amounts in respect of meals as prescribed in 


paragraph 4.06, 4.08, or 4.10. 
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Meals and Incidental Expenses - Travel in Canada 


4.05 For each full calendar day in travel status in Canada when commer- 
cial accommodation is authorized and used, an employee shall be paid a 
composite allowance of $18.25 as reimbursement for his reasonable costs 
for meals and incidental expenses. Where this allowance is paid, no 


additional amount may be claimed for meals, gratuities and incidentals. 


4.06 If the first and/or last day in travel status is less than a full 
calendar day, and provided sleeping accommodation is authorized and used 
during the journey, an employee shall, in respect of each of such days, 
be paid $3.65 for incidental expenses if commercial accommodation is 
used, or $2.15 as prescribed in paragraphs 4.04 and 4.12(b), plus the 


following amounts in respect of meals: 


(a) if absent over the breakfast period ................ $3.00 
(b) 24 £ ebsent over therluncheon period 205...) eae $3.30

Meals and Incidental Expenses - Travel in USA 


4.07 For each full calendar day in travel status in the United States, 
when commercial accommodation is authorized and used, an employee shall 
be paid a composite allowance $2.00 higher than the composite allowance 
paid in Canada. Where this allowance is paid, no additional amount may 


be claimed for meals, gratuities and incidentals. 


4.08 If the first and/or last day in travel status is less than a full 
calendar day, and provided sleeping accommodation is authorized and used 
during the journey, an employee shall, in respect of each of such days, 
be paid $3.65 for incidental expenses if commercial accommodation is 
used, or $2.15 as prescribed in paragraphs 4.04 and 4.12(b), plus the 


following amounts in respect of meals:

4.081 Travel expenses incurred in USA shall be reimbursed taking 


into account the current dollar exchange rate. 


Travel of Less than One Day - Canada and USA 


4.09 For travel of less than one day, that is, where the round-trip 
journey generally takes place on the same calendar day, an employee 
shall be paid an allowance based only on meal expenses. In exceptional 
situations reasonable and justifiable incidental expenses necessarily 
incurred may be reimbursed but not in excess of $3.65. However, during 
this period where sleeping accommodation is authorized and occupied, 
incidental expenses shall be paid as prescribed in paragraphs 4.04, 


4.06, 4.08 or 4.12(b) as appropriate. 

Meals and Incidental Expenses - Travel Abroad 

4.10 When an employee is travelling on official government business 
outside of Canada and continental United States, he shall be reimbursed 
the amounts in respect of meals and incidental expenses as shown in 
Appendix "D". 


Deductions for Meals Provided 


4.11 Throughout the total period in travel status, deductions from the 


daily allowance shall be made in respect of meals provided, such as 


te ae 


meals enroute, meals in service messes and meals included in conference 
registration fees. The deductions shall be in the amounts indicated in 


paragraphs 4.06, 4.08, or 4.10. 


Payment of Composite Allowance in Special Situations 


EP Ws It is the intention of the Directive that a composite allowance 
(meals and incidental expenses) shall be paid in all normal travel 
situations. However, there are a number of situations where, because of 
unusual conditions, payment of a composite allowance does not provide 
suitable reimbursement. The exceptional travel situations envisaged 


are: 


(a) when an employee is exposed to unusually high costs, he shall be 
reimbursed his actual expenses for incidentals and meals, based on 
proof of payment, to the extent that the employer considers the 
expenses claimed are reasonable and justifiable in the circum- 


stances; 


(b) when an employee is provided with government accommodation, he 
shall be reimbursed his out-of-pocket meal expenses including extra 
messing charges within the limits of the meal allowances prescribed 


in this PART, plus the sum of $2.15 per day for incidental expenses; 


(c) when the nature of the work presents unusual situations, or where 
room and board in rural areas is provided, or where long periods 
away from home are involved, a comprehensive allowance as described 


in PART 5 may be approved by Treasury Board; 


(d) when the foregoing would not provide for practical, reasonable and 
equitable reimbursement of the travel expenses incurred, special 
per-diem allowances may be structured, e.g. in lieu of ‘actual and 
reasonable’ claims which must be supported by receipts. Such per- 
diem allowances must be approved by the Treasury Board before they 


are implemented. 
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Extended Periods in Travel Status 


4.13. Where an employee is required to spend periods in excess of two 
months in travel status at one location, appropriate arrangements shall 


be made by the employer for suitable self-contained accommodation obtainable 


at weekly or monthly rental rates. Often it will be possible to arrange 
this before the start of the period in travel status. In any case, the 
employee should be provided with such accommodation shortly after his 

arrival and he should not occupy the usual hotel-type room with its more 


expensive daily rate, for more than seven days. 


4.14 When this semi-permanent type of accommodation is occupied, the 
employee shall be paid the accommodation costs incurred and a daily 
allowance for meals and incidental expenses of $14.60 while in travel 
status in Canada or $16.60 while in travel status in the USA or the 
applicable amount prescribed in Appendix 'D' for the locations visited 
abroad. In such cases deductions for meals provided in a government- 


owned and/or operated facility shall not exceed: 


= $12.45 per day while in travel status in Canada. 


= $14.45 per day while in travel status in the USA. 


= 80% per day of the applicable amount prescribed in Appendix 'D' 


while in extended travel status outside Canada and the USA. 
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PART 5 


SPECIAL CONDITIONS 


5.01 This PART deals with special travel situations sometimes encountered 


by employees in travel status. 


Comprehensive Allowance 


5.02 Because of the wide variation in expenses an employee may experience 
while in travel status, it is not the normal practice to provide a daily 
comprehensive allowance to cover an employee's accommodation, incidentals 

and meals for a specified period time. However, in exceptional circumstances 
when payment of a daily allowance is desirable, the prior approval of 


the Treasury Board is required. 

Weekend Travel Home 

5.03 Provided work schedules permit, an employee in travel status may 
return to his home over a weekend and shall be reimbursed his actual 


transportation costs in an amount not exceeding; 


(a) the cost of maintaining him in travel status; 


or 
(b}< Gi’ -forsastwo-day weekendi).; oo. 25-3. 255508 $58.70 
(ii) » forlaethree-day weekend) 4.4% -514.20222.9% $86.55 


whichever is the greater of (a) or (b). 


5.031 It should be noted that the employee is only reimbursed an 
amount equal to the carrier's fare based on evidence of payment. 
However, if he elects to travel home on a weekend by private vehicle 
the reimbursable transportation costs shall be calculated at the 
applicable mileage/kilometre rate shown in paragraph 3.03(b) or 
3.04(b) or one-half that rate if a motorcycle is used for the trip. 
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5.04 There will be occasions when an employee in travel status in 
Canada or the continental USA is at a distance from his home that would 
make the use of the weekend-travel-home provisions impractical. In 
situations where the employee is in continuous travel status, provided 
work schedules permit and the employee has not made use of the provisions 
of paragraph 5.03(b), he may be authorized to return to his headquarters 
area at public expense every third weekend, provided that on completion 
of that weekend trip home he will continue to be in travel status for a 
further minimum period of two consecutive work weeks. The employee who 
qualifies and is authorized to use this provision will be reimbursed the 
actual transportation costs incurred, not to exceed the cost of the most 
economical return air fare, plus the necessary ground transportation to 


and from the carrier's terminal. 


5.05 Where the employee is in continuous travel status outside Canada 

and the continental USA, provided work schedules permit and the employee 
has not made use of the provisions of paragraph 5.03(b), he may be 
authorized to return to his headquarters area at public expense every 

fifth weekend, provided that on completion of that weekend trip home he 
will continue to be in travel status for a further minimum period of 

three consecutive work weeks. The employee who qualifies and is authorized 
to use this provision will be reimbursed the actual transportation 

expenses incurred, not to exceed the cost of the most economical return 

air fare, plus the necessary ground transportation to and from the 


carrier's terminal. 


5.051 Where because of work schedules, it is not possible for the 
employee to return to his Headquarters Area on a weekend as prescribed 
in paragraphs 5.04 or 5.05, he may be authorized to return home on 
days of rest approximately midway through the qualifying period in 
travel status, provided that the total period in travel status is 

five weeks (or eight weeks for travel overseas). The total period 


in travel status may be calculated on a calendar day basis and 
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include the weekend trip home. When this method is used, the 
continuous period in travel status shall be 35 calendar days (or 56 
calendar days overseas), except where the period of travel ends on 
the day preceding the employee's days of rest, in which case the 
period shall be reduced by the number of days in that period of 
days of rest (not exceeding 4 days, and not including lieu days). 
Subsequent trips home may be made on the same basis, approximately 


three weeks (or five weeks overseas) apart. 


5.06 An employee who avails himself of the weekend-travel-home provisions 


shall not be reimbursed the cost of a telephone call home. 


Telephone Calls 


5.07 An employee shall be reimbursed the costs incurred for necessary 
local and long-distance telephone calls on government business. Long- 
distance telephone calls claimed shall be supported by statements as to 


which office or official was called. 


5.08 When an employee has been in continuous travel status for two or 
more days preceding a weekend and is required to remain absent from his 
home over that weekend, he shall be reimbursed the cost of a five-minute 
station-to-station long distance call at weekend discount rates. The 
amount reimbursed shall not exceed the cost of a five-minute station-to- 
station weekend call between the employee's travel location and his 
workplace. The employee will be reimbursed extra charges incurred if 
the call is made through the switchboard of his hotel or other accom- 


modation. (Also see paragraph 5.142.) 


Office Services 


5.09 The employer may authorize that an employee be reimbursed the 
necessary costs incurred for the provision of public stenographic or 


typewriting service or rental of office equipment. 
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Passports and Related Expenses 


5.10 When an employee is required to proceed outside Canada, the 
employer shall make the necessary arrangements for obtaining a passport 
or visa, inoculations, vaccinations, X-rays and certificates of health 
as may be required, at no expense to the employee. The services of the 
Departments of National Health and Welfare, Veterans Affairs or National 


Defence shall be used for medical services where possible. 


Illness, Accident or Family Emergency Situations 


5.11 Payment for the use of a suitable conveyance such as an ambulance 
or taxi, shall be authorized where an employee becomes ill or is injured 
while on duty or while in travel status when, in the opinion of the 
employer or the attending physician, the nature of the illness or injury 
requires that the employee be transported to a medical treatment facility, 


to the accommodation occupied while in travel status, or to his home. 


5.12 An employee shall be reimbursed the necessary expenses caused by 
illness or accident occurring while in travel status, to the extent that 
the employer is satisfied the expenses were additional to those which 
the employee might have incurred had he not been absent from home, and 
which are not otherwise payable to the employee under an insurance 


policy, the Government Employees Compensation Act, or other authority. 


5.13 When, in the opinion of the attending physician, an employee's 
condition resulting from illness or injury while in travel status warrants 
the presence of the next-of-kin or a representative of the family, 

actual and reasonable transportation, and accommodation expenses plus 

the daily composite allowance may be paid. However, the reimbursable 
transportation cost shall not exceed the amount which would normally 

have been incurred by the employee travelling on official business 


between his headquarters area and the location of his confinement. 


se 2G) = 


5.14 An employee in travel status in Canada or the continental USA may 
be authorized to return to his headquarters area at public expense as a 
result of personal illness or accident or in the event of emergency 
Situations at his home (e.g., illness) when, in the opinion of the 


employer or the attending physician, the employee should return home. 


5.141 It should be noted that a trip home, for reasons specified 
above, must be taken into account when establishing the employee's 
eligibility for weekend travel home as set out in paragraph 5.04 in 
that the return to the headquarters area will constitute a break in 
the continuous period in travel status insofar as this applies to 


weekend travel home. 


5.142 Where a trip home for the reasons specified above is not 
warranted, reasonable expenses incurred for long-distance telephone 
calls home (e.g. one five-minute station-to-station call per day) 
may be reimbursed when supported by evidence of need (e.g. doctor's 


certificate) and based upon proof of the expenditures incurred. 
Death in Travel Status 


Suh5 If an employee dies while in travel status, the employer shall 
authorize payment of those necessary expenses which are additional to 
what might have been incurred had death occurred in the headquarters 


area. Included in the expenses payable under this paragraph are: 


(a) at the place where death occurred, ambulance, hearse, embalming, 
outside case (but not the cost of a coffin) and any other services 


or things required by local health laws; and 


(b) transportation of the body to the headquarters area or, if desired 


by the survivors, to some other place not involving extra cost. 


Costs incurred through the attendance of an escort that are additional 


to the costs included in transporting the body are payable only 


when the attendance of an escort is required by law. 


ey 


5.16 Payment shall be reduced by any amount payable under some other 


authority, such as the Government Employees Compensation Act. 


een oY Where the body is not transported, travel for the next-of-kin to 
the place of burial may be authorized as in paragraph 5.13. 


Ships' Officers and Ships' Crews 


5.18 The provisions of this PART concerning illness, accident or death 
are to be applied to employees who are Ships' Officers or Ships' Crews 


while absent from home port, as if the employees were in travel status. 


Excess Luggage 


5.19 An employee shall be reimbursed costs incurred in transporting 
personal effects or government-owned equipment at excess luggage rates, 
if the employer agrees that it was necessary for the effects or equipment 


to be taken on the journey. 


Transportation to and from Employee's Residence 


5.20 When, in a situation involving authorized overtime, an employee 

is required to report to work before public transportation services have 
commenced, or to remain at work or to return to work after normal transpor- 
tation services have been suspended, the use of a taxi or the payment of 

a mileage/kilometre rate, as appropriate, shall be authorized from the 


employee's residence to the workplace and/or return if necessary. 


Byavail When an employee is authorized to proceed on government business 
travel from his home to a destination other than his workplace or from 
that point of call to his home, transportation may be provided or a 

mileage/kilometre rate paid for the distance between the residence and 
the point of call, or the workplace and the point of call, whichever is 


less. 


eed 


5.22 When an employee resides outside his headquarters area, transpor- 
tation expenses at the start and end of a period in travel status may 
not exceed expenses that would be payable if he resided within the 


headquarters area. 


5.221 When the employer has moved the workplace of an employee's 
position and as a consequence that employee's residence, which was 
located within the Headquarters Area, is now outside the new Head- 
quarters Area, and the distance of that move does not warrant a 
relocation at public expense, the Department may pay the additional 
transportation costs incurred at the beginning and at the end of a 
period in travel status. Payment shall be on the same basis as it 
was paid immediately before the workplace was moved. However, 
payment shall not be made where the change in the location of the 
employee's Headquarters Area is a result of that employee accepting 
a transfer and shall cease to apply when that employee moves from 


the residence he occupied before his workplace was moved. 
Insurance and Compensation while Travelling on Government Business 
5.23 Appendix "B" describes insurance coverage and other compensation 


available in the event of illness, injury or death while travelling on 


government business. 
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PART 6 


TRAVEL FUNDS, RESERVATIONS, CLAIMS PROCEDURES 
AND ADMINISTRATIVE CONTROLS 


6.01 This PART describes the procedures to be followed by employees 
travelling on government business with respect to travel funds, reser- 
vations and expense claims. It also provides direction for the adminis- 


tration and control of travel expenditures. 
Travel Advances 


6.02 An employee may request a trip advance to cover his expenses for 
an authorized trip on official business. The amount to be provided 
shall be determined by the employer and shall be based on a reasonable 


estimate of the total anticipated reimbursable expenses. 


6.03 When an employee travels on a frequent and regular basis, or in 
certain other circumstances where it is in the employer's interest to do 
so, an employee may be provided with a standing advance of a reasonable 


amount, normally not exceeding anticipated expenses for six weeks. 


6.04 A trip advance shall be accounted for within 15 days of the 
completion of the trip for which the advance was authorized. A standing 


advance shall be accounted for within the first 10 days of each month. 


6.05 Where circumstances require, an employee holding a standing 
advance may also be provided with a trip advance. However, advances 
shall not be held by an employee simultaneously from more than one 


department. 
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Safeguarding Travel Funds 


6.06 It is the responsibility of the employee to safeguard the travel 


advance provided to him until he has accounted for its use. 


6.07 When an advance exceeds $50 an employee shall be reimbursed the 
cost of converting the excess into traveller's cheques and for costs 


necessarily incurred in cashing the cheques. 


Foreign Currencies 


6.08 An employee shall be reimbursed for necessary expenses incurred 
in converting foreign currencies purchased from the travel advance 


provided to him. 


Use of Personal Credit Cards 


6.09 There is no objection to employees using their personal credit 

cards, provided the cost of travel is not increased thereby. The suppliers 
of hotel or rental car service often are charged a commission for collection 
and are not reimbursed for periods of up to 60 days. The suppliers may 

not, therefore, provide their service at the negotiated rates. The 

extra costs incurred by employees on government business travel who do 


use personal credit cards in such circumstances are not reimbursable. 


Departmental Charge Cards 


6.10 The use of departmental credit cards for government business 
travel shall be subject to Treasury Board policy on the issue, use, 
control and cancellation of departmentally-issued credit cards. This 
policy will be found in the Guide on Financial Administration. A record 
shall be centrally maintained of all charge cards issued, stating the 
reason, and the dates of issue and return of the card. The employee's 
continuing need for the charge card shall be reviewed at least annually. 


Charge cards shall also be recovered from the employee upon termination 
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of service with the department. In order to provide an adequate audit 
trail, travel expenditures paid through departmental charge cards shall 
be recorded by the employee and shall be included in his travel file. 
Employees issued with charge cards are required, nevertheless, to use 
the services of Central Travel Service at all locations where this 


service is available. 


Reservations 


6.11 Reservations for transportation and accommodation shall be made 
through the Central Travel Service, Supply and Services Canada, where 

such services exist. Cities in which the Central Travel Service offices 
are vlocatéd Ware; *°Sts John ‘sy NfldSiHali fax, NISe; SSaintidonn ,; NeB Ss 
Montreal, Que.; Ottawa, Toronto, Hamilton, London and Windsor, Ont. ; 
Winnipeg, Man.; Regina and Saskatoon, Sask.; Calgary and Edmonton, 

Alta.; Vancouver and Victoria, B.C. In locations other than those 

listed above, reservations should be made through the local representatives 
of the carrier or a hotel chain. The services of travel agents shall 

not be used, except in the Northwest and Yukon Territories where the use 


of travel agents may be approved under the following conditions: 


= that the local commercial carrier does not provide reservation 


services, and 


= that the travel agent shall not claim a commission from the 


hotel/motel with which the reservation is made. 


Expenses shall not be incurred for long-distance telephone or telegraph 


in connection with reservations. 


Claims Procedures and Internal Controls 


6.12 All travel must be authorized (see paragraph 1.17 to 1.20 inclusive) 


and the resulting expenses incurred by employees shall be claimed in 
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accordance with the authority provided in this Directive and the procedures 
prescribed by the employer. In this regard, standardized travel authority 
and travel expense claim forms are available from Supply and Services 
Canada. Many departments and agencies have adopted these forms and 


their use is encouraged. Stock numbers and titles are: 


- CGSB Standard Form 72B Travel Authority and Advance. 
- CGSB Standard Form 73B Travel Expense Claim. (Appendix ''C"') 
- CGSB Standard Form 74A Record of Travel Expenses. 


6.13. All changes from the pre-authorized journey, e.g. adjustments to 
itinerary, changes in modes of transportation, revisions to work schedules 
insofar as these affect weekend travel home, alterations to overnight 
accommodation arrangements (commercial accommodation from DSS Hotel 
Index), etc., shall be explained in writing in support of expense claims 
submitted. Such claims shall not be paid until approved by the officer 


who authorized the journey. 


6.14 An employee shall be reimbursed the rates charged by a hotel even 
though they are in excess of the rates negotiated by Supply and Services 
Canada. All such cases shall be reported by the department to Supply 


and Services Canada. 


6215 Departments shall ensure that an adequate audit trail exists for 
all authorized travel and of the expenditures approved for payment. In 


that regard, unusual travel arrangements shall be recorded; for instance: 


= authorized travel to a conference or seminar where accom- 


modation and/or some of the meals are a part of the proceedings, 


= periods in extended travel status. In these cases the arrange- 
ments made to comply with paragraphs 4.13 and 4.14 of this 
Directive shall be noted and placed on file. In addition, 


where periods in extended travel status exceed six months, the 
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travel arrangements shall be reviewed every 3 months by the 
deputy head or his delegated officer and the justification for 


continuation documented on the employee's travel file. 


= cases where special authorities are obtained, e.g. higher 
mileage/kilometre rates; or situations when the travel provisions 
are not followed, e.g. where the Central Travel Service has 
not been used to arrange the transportation and/or accommodation 


reservations, 


o travel situations where the provisions of paragraph 4.12 of 


this Directive would apply. 


6.16 Travel expense claim forms shall include all the information 
contained in the Travel Expense Claim and Record of Travel Expenses 


forms attached as Appendix 'C' to this Directive. 


Ou 17 A travel claim shall be prepared whenever costs are incurred on 
government business travel, whether the costs were out-of-pocket or 
charged to the department. Commercial transportation ticket stubs, 
whether purchased by the traveller or provided by the employer, as well 
as all receipts and/or vouchers to cover accommodation and other actual 
expenses authorized, shall be attached to the claim and maintained on 


file. 


6.18 Where a receipt or voucher is lost, the employee shall sign a 
declaration to that effect, confirming the details and the amounts 


claimed before reimbursement is authorized. 


6.19 The following expenses shall be supported by vouchers, receipts 


or other appropriate document: 


(a) All commercial transportation costs whether or not these were 
purchased or provided by the employer but not including local 


transportation expenses,

6.20 Departmental internal control systems shall ensure that all 
travel is properly authorized and that any exceptions to the provisions 
of this Directive are either approved or not reimbursed. The systems 


shall include verification of the following: 


= a periodic review of the delegated levels of authority to 
ensure that travel arrangements are being authorized and 


resulting claims approved at an appropriate level; 


= that travel charges billed against credit cards or departmental 


accounts, include charges by the Central Travel Service; 


= that transportation tickets purchased out of public funds, 
whether or not through the Central Travel Service, are only 
for the person, the trip, the mode and class of transportation 


authorized; 


= that credit is obtained for any cancelled portions of that 


trips 


= that expenses incurred for side trips for personal reasons 
and/or for unauthorized stopovers are not paid out of public 


funds; 


= that the times of trip departure and return are reconciled 


with claims for meals; 


= that where the regular use of private vehicles on government 
business exceeds 8000 miles (12,875 kilometres) per year, the 
vehicle utilization data extracted from travel claims is 
passed to departmental officers responsible for vehicle acqui- 
sition and allocation (see paragraph 27, Policy and Standards 
on Motor Vehicles, TB 744685, Circular 1976-27 dated October 5, 
1976). In such situations, where the continued use of a 
private car is justified, evidence including cost-benefit 


study shall be recorded on the employee's file; 


ae cee 


~ that standing advances are approved only for those employees 
on continuous travel. Reassessments of the need for the 
advances shall be made in accordance with the Guide on Financial 
Administration and any resulting continuing approvals shall be 


noted on the files of the employees concerned; 


= that any temporary travel advances obtained are settled within 


fifteen days following the trip. 
Evaluation 
6.21 From time to time, the Treasury Board Secretariat will evaluate 


the directives to assess their effectiveness and adequacy and degree of 


compliance with them. 


APPENDIX A 


EXPENSES WITHIN HEADQUARTERS AREA 


ie A deputy head may, in exceptional circumstances, authorize expenses 
incurred for meals and/or accommodation within a headquarters area. 


Such circumstances include the following: 


(a) when employees are required to attend conferences, meetings or 


public hearings and weekend sessions are scheduled, 


(b) on week days, when employees are required to attend formal 
full-day conferences, meetings and hearings which last into 


the evening, and a meal is an integral part of the proceedings, 


(c) when employer representatives are involved in collective 


bargaining, or conciliation, or arbitration proceedings, 
(d) when departmental weekend management seminars are conducted, 


(e) when intensive task-force or committee studies are enhanced by 


keeping participants together*, or under 


(f) other exceptional situations stemming from an employee's 
duties, where the reimbursement of his expenses is clearly 


reasonable and justifiable. 


Ze It is stressed, however, that only in "exceptional circumstances", 
and only when they are clearly "reasonable and justifiable" are 
such expenses to be paid within a headquarters area. The following 


guidelines are applicable: 


*When these are conducted on weekends or last into an evening. 


ee ee 


(a) Meal costs may be paid, within the limits of paragraph 4.06 or 
4.08, in situations not otherwise covered by terms and conditions 
of employment or collective agreements, when an employee has 
been required to work through or beyond normal meal hours, in 
circumstances as described above, and where he has clearly 
been placed in a situation where he would have to spend more 


for his meal than he would normally do. 


(b) Payments for overnight accommodation within a headquarters 
area for employees who are employed within that headquarters 


area are to be allowed only in the following cases: 


(i) accommodation in government facilities within head- 
quarters area for "live-in" conferences, meetings, 
training courses, etc., (for example, in the Public 
Service Commission Training Centre at Touraine, 


Quebec), 


(ii) accommodation in university or college facilities 
for "live-in" conferences, meetings, training courses, 


ISL 6 


(iii) accommodation in commercial facilities only in very 
exceptional or emergency situations, which require 
employees to remain close to their posts for periods 
long in excess of normal working hours (for example, 
policing activities during a crisis, or extended 


collective bargaining sessions). 


oe Expenses in connection with attendance at meetings which are of 
personal interest but not a requirement of employment shall not be 


paid. 


APPENDIX B 
INSURANCE AND COMPENSATION 
In the event that an employee is injured or killed as a result of 
travelling on government business he or, where applicable, his 
dependents may be provided with protection under the following 
authorities, subject to the terms and conditions of those authorities: 
= the collective agreement or other authority governing terms 
and conditions of employment i.e., injury-on-duty leave and 
severance pay, 
= the Government Employee's Compensation Act, 
= the Flying Accident Compensation Regulations, 
= the Public Service Superannuation Act, 
= the Canada Pension Plan or Quebec Pension Plan, 
= the Public Service Management Insurance Plan, 
= the Disability Insurance Plan, or 
= the Group Surgical - Medical Insurance Plan (for medical and
